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FOREWORD 


DWARD JULIUS BERWIND (1848-1936), prominent industrialist and 
art patron, was born in Philadelphia. One of five sons of John and 
Augusta Berwind, he was appointed to Annapolis in 1865 by Abraham 

Lincoln. His period of service abroad as a naval officer was distinguished by friend- 
ship with the Prince of Wales (later Edward VII), who was then a junior officer 
in the British navy. Later, during the administration of President Grant, Mr 
Berwind became Naval Aide at the White House. A listing of his activities in the 
industrial field following upon his retirement from the service is an impressive 
record. Besides his coal mining activities, Mr Berwind was associated with the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company, the International Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, and the Guaranty ‘Trust Company. At his death, he was an officer 
or a director of various organizations including the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad, also the Northern Insurance Company. During the World War, he 
served as Advisor to the United States Fuel Administration and to the Allies. 

We are privileged to offer at these Galleries art objects and paintings from 
Mr Berwind’s collection at public sale. Included is a large group of Gothic and 
Renaissance ecclesiastical art in precious metals, enamel, and ivory, also objects of 
a more mundane nature in bronze, rock crystal, and semi-precious minerals. In 
the first category we would place the group of Limoges painted enamels, at the 
head of which is the superb plaque | Number 337] by Jean I. Pénicaud. Magnifi- 
cent Chinese jade carvings of the Ch’ien-lung period include an important pair 
of archaistic bronze-form libation vases [Number 147] in fei-ts’wz jade. An exten- 
sive group of eighteenth century bibelots which occurs in the second session of the 
sale provides a highly interesting study of the art of the Paris goldsmith. Included 
are jeweled objects of a costly nature such as gold snuff boxes and éturs, also gold- 
mounted porcelain and enamel flacons and other objets de vertu of Meissen, Bat- 
tersea, and Chelsea workmanship. 

The first session of the sale comprises fifty-four Old Master and Barbizon 
School paintings, also portraits of the Italian and French schools. Fine Royal 
Aubusson tapestry hangings and suites of furniture in Aubusson tapestry, together 
with clocks, candelabra, terra cotta sculptures, and other decorations of the Louis 
XV-Louis XVI period are deserving of special attention in a collection which 


includes categories additional to those mentioned in the foregoing paragraphs.
